Third street bridge 
over

River collapsed. 
The dead and in­ 
jured were part of a crow’d of ap­ 
proximately 75 persons th a t 
had , 
gathered on the structure to wratch \ 
the efforts of police 
in 
grappling s 
for the body of a five-year-old boy, 
wTho was drowned but half an hour 
before. 
Many of the dead are wo­ 
men and children. 
The bridge was 
an old fashioned structure 90 
teet 
long, and cleared the wrater about 
20 feet. 
It carried 
twro 
trolley 
tracks across the stream and 
had 
one footpath. 
The river is about 
fifteen feet deep 
wrhere 
the acci­ 
dent occurred. 
An hour and a half after the col­ 
lapse more than tw enty bodies had 
A t 
that time there w ere seven1 serious­ 
ly injured persons in the C hester 
hospital. 
A great crowTd 
gathered 
at the morgue as the .bodies

BURROWED BY PRAIRIE DOG 


% 


“Devil’* Corkscrews” Found in West­ 
ern Mountains and Plains Are No, 
Longer a Mystery. 


Of the many fossils which have 
come out of the mountains and plains 
of the West, few have excited wider 
Interest than the “devil’s corkscrews,’’ i 
found, in rocks of the Miocene period. J 
in northw estern Nebraska. 
They are I 
usually white, and stand out clearly 
against the buff background of the I 
rock which incloses them, often attain­ 
ing a length of 15 feet, with many 
tw ists and turns, ending at times in 
a large bulb, with occasional side pas­ 
sages. 
When first discovered it was thought 
th a t these gigantic “corkscrews” were 
huge petrified vines of roots of some 
strange plant. 
Study of the “cork- 1 
screws,” however, failed to reveal any 
traces of plant structure. 
L ater the 
skeleton of an anim al like the badger 
was found in a large bulb near the 
end of the “corkscrew,” and bones of 
a small camel and small deer were 
found in others. 
A fter that it was 
discovered that many of them con­ 
tained bones of a small burrowing 
animal about the size of the western 
prairie dog. 
Excavation of actual re­ 
cent prairie-dog burrows, after filling 
them 
with 
thin 
plaster 
of 
paris, 
showed an interesting f a c t : the bur­ 
rows of the prairie dog and the pre­ 
historic “corkscrews” were closely sim- j 
liar.

REVIVES AN OLD LEGEND. 
It has long been the belief among j 
many students of political happenings 
that W illiam J. Bryan, who has been | 
given credit for the first nomination 
of Woodrow’ Wilson for president, did I 
not at the time he violated his instruc-1 
tions and deserted 
Champ 
Clark at j 
the Baltimore convention, intend or 
expect by that action to bring about 
the nomination 
of 
Mr. Wilson, but 
rather had in mind the creating of a 
deadlock that would result in the eli­ 
mination of both Clark and Wilson, 
and force the convention to turn to 
him as a last resort. It is an old story, 
almost a legend, and the years that 
have elapsed and the strenuous events 
that have taken place in those years 
have practically relegated it to the 
haven of forgotten things. 
But here comes the publication of 
the recollections 
of 
William F. Mc­ 
Combs, who was the manager of the 
Wilson forces at the convention, writ­ 
ten shortly before his death, in which 
he inanes the positive statement that 
Mr. Bryan’s sole purpose in repudiat­ 
ing Mr. Clark and turning to Mr. Wil­ 
son was 
the 
selfish 
one 
outlined 
above. 
To substantiate this he quotes 
Mr. Bryan as having said to him, after 
the Clark 
repudiation 
speech, that 
“Mr. Wilson could not get the nomina­ 
tion” and adding “you should turn 
your forces to a progressive democrat 
like me.”* 
It may be that Mr. McCombs was 
biased to some extent when he wrote 
his memoirs. 
He was, as is generally 
known, a greatly 
disappointed man. 
The things that he had hoped for had 
not come his way. He had desired of­ 
ficial recognition 
of 
a certain kind 
and that desire had npt been gratifi­ 
ed. 
He had 
been 
relieved 
of the 
chairmanship of the party and at the 
time he was writing wras absolutely 
down and out as far as political influ­ 
ence and prestige was concerned, and 
it may safely be believed that he was 
bitter towards his old chief and all 
the others who were high in the party 
councils.^ It may have been that he 
permitted this bitterness to have ting­ 
ed 'his waitings and to goad him into 
drawing wrong conclusions. 
But his 
statements 
coincide 
with the belief 
that has been held during all this time 
by thousands of students of political 
events. 
Any way the accusation has been 
openly made and the author of it was 
so high in party affairs at the time 
of the occurrence that it may be taken 
as authoritative until publicly disput­ 
ed by the man most concerned. 
One wonders whether Mr. Bryan 
will affirm, deny or remain silent on 
the subject.
